In provious discussions of the subject,
competent eritics Inform us, we have not
sufficlently emphasiaegd the importance of
dentistry. We have dwaelt upon the en-
dimebn and the streptococcus iy cnuses
of pyorrhen—the former treated by hypo-
dermic inlections of emetine glven by
physician or dentist, the latter by scrap-
ing out the pus pockets and proparing o
vivelne from the materinl, to be rdmin-
iatered nt Intervals over a prolonged pe-
riod of weeks

Of course It I a dentist’s affalr—pyor-
rhen, He mu determine whether
diseise has progre to the
cnleareous deposit and, so far as he |s
able, whother and where there nre pud
pockets to be drained and curetted. Hut
he should work In econjunction with the
patient's doctor. The hest dentists al-
wnys do so when treating pyorrhea. For
instance, without the physlelan’s sanc-
tlon, In 4 coase of pyorrhiea with second-
ary Joint lesions, it might prove disas-
trous for the dentlit to curetie or BuUr-
gically sttack & number of pus pockets
at one eitting—it 18 always better to do
W little at u time, nnd at intervals of sovs
erul dnys, because epch ourottage or
opening of pus pocket effectively vae-
cinntes the patlent with his living vac-
cine, o very halpful thing for the second-

Success, then, In the attack upon pyor-
rhen {8 to be anticipated by teamwork.
Most people ook upon thelr dentist much
I the spirit In which they look upon thelr
dressmaker or barber. That Is wrong,
A dontlst lg a force for health If you give
him an opportunity. He should be ap-
proached ad & speciallst, by and with
the co-operation of the family doctor.
